THAT .it is the Opinion of this Committee, That no 
Peer of Ireland, unlefs aflually elected and ferving for any 
County, City, or Borough of Great Britain, hath any Right to 
give his Vote in the Eleflion of any Member to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for that Part, of the United Kingdom called Ireland. 

Refolved, 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That no 
Peer of Ireland, eledted (or who iliall be elefted) to fit and vote 
on the Part of Ireland in the Houfe of Lords of the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom, or who hath or lhall have voted at 
fuch Ele&on, hath any Right to give his Vote in the Eleflion 
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of any Member to ferve in Parliament for that Part of the 
United Kingdom called Great Britain. 

R efolved. 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That it is 
a high Infringement of the Liberties and Privileges of the 
Commons, for any Lord of Parliament to concernhurhUf - 
the Eledion, or for any Governor of any County m th at Part 
the United Kingdom called Ireland, to avail himfelf of any 
Authority derived from his Commiffion to influence the Elec 

tion, of any Member to ferve for the Commons in Parliament.
